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Tributes have been paid to leg¬ 
endary actor and director Richard 
Attenborough who has died aged 90. 

Lord Attenborough was handed 
an honorary doctorate in arts from 
Kingston University in 2007. 

At the time he said the award 
meant “a great deal to me”, as he 
was not able to study at university 
due to the Second World War. 

A Kingston University 
spokeswoman said: “He has been 
a tremendous inspiration to our 
students. 

“On the day he received his 
award at the Rose Theatre, several 
of our students and their parents 
remarked on how friendly and 
down to earth Lord Attenborough 
had been, stopping to talk to a 
number of them to congratulate 
them and wish them well for the 
future.” 

Lord Attenborough was knighted 
in 1976 and made a life peer as 
Baron Attenborough of Richmond 
in 1993. 

In 1988 Lord Attenborough and 
wife Sheila Sim agreed to give their 
support to the building of the new 
Orange Tree Theatre in Richmond. 

Sam Walters, the theatre’s artistic 
director from 1971 to June 2014, 
said: “We could not have done it 
without them and they made it fun, 
too. 

“Unlike many an Englishman, 
Richard wore his heart on his sleeve 
and his care, concern and enthusi¬ 
asm were there for all to see. And I 
loved him for it.” 

Lord Attenborough is survived by 
his wife Sheila, his son Michael and 
daughter Charlotte.

A cyclist who fell from his bike in Richmond 
Park on Sunday morning has died in 
hospital. 

The 40-year-old man was taken by London’s 
Air Ambulance to the Royal London Hospital 
in a critical condition, but died later that 
day. 

Police were called to the accident in Broom¬ 
field Hill, Richmond Park, at about 9.30am on 
Sunday, August 24. It is believed the cyclist, 
who is understood to have been wearing a 
helmet, lost control while coming down the 
hill and skidded on gravel. 


Broomfield Hill is a popular road climb for 
cyclists and is classed by riders as the most 
dangerous and difficult hill in the royal park. 
The hill is part of a 1km route which has gra¬ 
dients from 4 per cent to 12 per cent and has 
fast descents. 

No one else was involved in the accident 
and officers from the Metropolitan Police 
Service Royal Parks Command Unit were in¬ 
vestigating. The man’s next of kin have been 
informed. 

Witness Oliver Prior tweeted: “My cycle 
this morning taught me two things: life is 
short and always wear a helmet on a bike, it 
can save your life.” 

A Royal Parks spokeswoman said: “This is 
still a police matter so we have nothing fur¬ 
ther to add.”

Year 11 pupils nervously 
awaited their GCSE results 
last week - but it seems many 
in Kingston had little to 
worry about in the end. 

Leading up to results day, 
Ofqual had predicted in¬ 
creased “volatility” in grades 
due to Government syllabus 
shake-ups. 

But results from Coombe 
Girls’ School show more than 
a third of all grades were an 
A or an A*. 

The star pupil was Caitlin 
Dimbleby, who scored 10 A* 
grades and one A. 

Twins Nadia and Yasmine 
Barakat notched up 17 A* 
grades and three As between 
them. 

Headteacher Deborah Walls 
said: “I am extremely pleased 
that the volatility reported in 
the press has not been evi¬ 
dent in our results. 

“It’s truly inspiring to see 
our students achieve these 
impressive results that 
reward their hard work and 
determination.” 

Half of Kingston Grammar 
School’s grades were A* this 
year. 

Acting headteacher Mark 
Wallace said: “We are very 
proud of our pupils who have 
achieved quite outstanding 
results.” 

Tolworth Girls’ School’s re¬ 
sults showed a steady im¬ 
provement. Its proportion of 
A* grades has risen from 6 to 
7.2 per cent, with A and B 


grades also rising. 

High-flyers included Rebec¬ 
ca Corbett, who achieved a 
staggering 11 A* grades and 
an A. 

Southborough High School 
achieved 63 per cent A* to C 
grades, which headteacher 
Niall Smith said were the 
school’s best ever. 

He said: “They are a well- 
earned reward for the hard 
work, ambition and commit¬ 
ment of our students. 

“I would also like to thank 
staff and parents for their 
steadfast support.” 

Six pupils from Tiffin Boys’ 
School achieved a full set of 
A* grades this year. 

The school’s results showed 
a slight dip in the top grades. 

This year, 76.7 per cent of 
all grades were an A or A*, 
compared to 82.6 per cent last 
year.

Principal Rob Niedermaier- 
Reed said 63 per cent of 
pupils had achieved five A* to 
C grades - up from just 25 per 
cent in 2007. 

He said: “Our results are 
game-changing for our 
school. 

“I’m able to say to the 
world: ‘This school is 

transformed’.” 


Surbiton High School saw a 
1.6-percentage point increase 
in top A and A* grades this 
year. 

Principal Ann Haydon said: 
“At a time of change in the 
exam system, I am thrilled 
that our results have contin¬ 
ued to increase.” 

Richard Challoner also re¬ 
ported a jump in A-grades, 
from 16.8 per cent last year to 
21 per cent this year.

Bins: Residents should be encouraged to recycle more waste, a councillor has said DeadiinepixKT8i262

Half of what residents put in their 
black household waste bins 
should be recycled instead, a lead 
councillor has said. 

Councillor David Cunningham, 
cabinet member for environment, 
said food waste and plastics were 
being carted off to landfill instead 
of being recycled. 

He said: “There’s a major educa¬ 
tion exercise there. Half of what 
goes into our landfill bins doesn’t 
need to. People are putting in 
their wood, their food waste, their 
paper waste, and their plastic and 
bottles. 

“If we get people to recycle more 


of the materials that they’re 
actually putting into their landfill, 
it would make an even bigger 
impact.” 

Kingston Council officers re¬ 
ported in June that 35 per cent, or 
about 9,000 tonnes, of the bor¬ 
ough’s “residual” waste was food 
that could have been composted. 

Only 15 per cent of textiles that 
could have been recycled last year 
was correctly disposed of, a report 
said. 

Kingston’s recycling waste is 
collected weekly, and black bins 
are emptied every other week. 

Coun Cunningham said 
Kingston Council was considering 
weekly collections as part of a 
renegotiated deal with contrac¬ 
tors Veolia. 

Deputy Liberal Democrat leader 


Coun Stephen Brister said: 
“It doesn’t surprise me at all that 
there can be quite high levels 
of recyclable waste not being 
recycled. 

“This is related to the cost of ser¬ 
vice - this is more expensive if 
we’re pushing more waste into 
landfill.” 

He said weekly bin collections 
would be “a gimmick and a 
headline”. 

He said: “You’re raising the cost 
of provision of waste disposal, and 
you’re slightly undermining try¬ 
ing to improve your recycling 
rate.” 

The news comes as the Conser¬ 
vative Party is rumoured to be 
considering a place in its 2015 elec¬ 
tion manifesto for a pledge of 
weekly collections.

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‘Mindless’ thugs behind bars 
for attack on woman and girls

A pair of “mindless” thugs 
have been jailed for attack¬ 
ing a woman and two 
teenage girls at New 
Malden station. 

Prasanth Shanmugarajah, 
23, of Clarence Avenue, 
New Malden, and Mateusz 
Liberna, 19, of Portland Av¬ 
enue, New Malden, were 
sentenced to a total of 
seven years for the attack, 
which left one victim 
unconscious. 

Their victims got off a 
train at New Malden on 
March 29 last year and 
walked through the under¬ 
pass to the opposite 
platform, where they 
passed a group of five men 
including Shanmugarajah 
and Liberna. 

Police said a verbal ex¬ 
change took place between 
the woman and one of the 
men, and both Shanmu¬ 
garajah and Liberna began 
kicking her. The two girls 
tried to help, but were also 
attacked. 

All three were left with

injuries, this attack left the 
young women extremely 
shaken and upset. 

“I would like to thank 
them for their co-operation 
and patience, which was 
instrumental in bringing 
these men to justice. 

“This sentence sends a 
clear message that this type 
of mindless violence is ab¬ 
solutely unacceptable.” 

Shanmugarajah, also 
known as Presh Phelz, de¬ 
nied charges of common as¬ 
sault, affray and causing 
actual bodily harm, but 
was convicted after a 
trial at Kingston Crown 
Court. 

He was handed a 34-month 
prison sentence on Friday. 

Liberna was spotted on 
CCTV by police community 
support officers. 

After the pair’s arrest last 
July, he initially denied 
causing actual bodily harm, 
but changed his plea before 
trial. 

He was sentenced to four 
years and two months in 
prison for that and an unre¬ 
lated offence of affray. 

He had been charged sepa¬ 
rately with affray by the 
Metropolitan Police.

The park and ride service that 
for years has ferried Chessing- 
ton and Surrey shoppers to 
Kingston for Christmas will be 
scrapped, Kingston Conserva¬ 
tives have announced. 

Use has plumetted over the 
past few years, Tory figures 
show, from more than 53,000 
passengers in 2006-07 to fewer 
than 20,000 last Christmas. 

Councillor David Cunning¬ 
ham, cabinet member for trans¬ 
port, said falling use and rising 
costs meant the scheme was no 
longer viable. 

He said: “It’s not as popular 
now as it was. We looked at 
whether we could reduce it to 
the premium times, but surpris¬ 
ingly there’s no saving in doing 
that.” 

Town centre managers 
KingstonFirst had slashed its 
contribution to the scheme, he 
said, and were “not that keen” 
on increasing it after talks with 
Kingston Council. 

A KingstonFirst spokesman 
said while it continued to pro¬ 
mote the scheme, it could not 
maintain its funding in the face 
of reduced usage. 

Liberal Democrat Chessing- 
ton South Councillor Rachel 
Reid said: “I just think overall 
it’s disappointing. I’ve no doubt 
it will be strongly challenged. 

“We know it’s been declining. 
I think a lot of people will miss 
it. 

“If that does happen I’m very 
keen to know what the other 
possibilities will be.” 

Coun Reid said she had 
stopped using the service when 
it was moved out of Chessing- 
ton World of Adventures’ main 
car park. 

Coun Cunningham denied the 
move would clog Kingston’s 
streets and central car parks

with extra traffic at Christmas. 

He added: “There is always 
space in one of the other car 
parks. 

“We’re going to do quite a big 
publicity campaign so [shop¬ 
pers] know they can go to the 
others.” 

Coun Cunningham said he 
will attempt to improve public 
transport links from Surrey 
into Kingston, which he said 
were “diabolical”. 

Last year Kingston Council 
paid £92,462 of the total £226,696 
cost of the scheme. That contri¬ 
bution was set to rise to 
£110,430. 

Councillors will vote on 
whether to scrap the scheme at 


an infrastructure committee 
meeting on Thursday, Septem¬ 
ber 11, at 7.30pm in the 
Guildhall.

Israeli policy protest 
is not anti-Semitism 


As the chairman of an organisa¬ 
tion campaigning locally for jus¬ 
tice in the Middle East, I am 
happy to endorse the condemna¬ 
tion of the incident that took 
place recently at Kingston 
Synagogue. 

The motivation for the action 
may well have been anti-Semitic 
in so far as it sought to suggest 
that all Jewish people, by dint of 
being Jewish, are culpable for Is¬ 
rael’s actions in Gaza. 

The motivation may, however, 
have been political - a response 
possibly to the numerous state¬ 
ments posted by the synagogue 
over the past few weeks endors¬ 
ing and encouraging Israel’s 
actions. 

However, even if the latter were 
the case, I would condemn this as 
a clumsy, insensitive and ill-con¬ 
ceived form of political protest. 

I agree wholeheartedly with 
Rabbi Landau in his statement 
that distinctions need to be made 
between Israeli Government poli¬ 
cy and British Jews. 


However, the Rabbi, in his letter 
(Free to air political beliefs but 
drop the anti-Semitism, August 
21), dilutes this distinction by 
suggesting that those who protest 
against Israel are guilty of anti- 
Semitism by choosing to protest 
against Israel and not other na¬ 
tions, such as Sudan or Syria. 

There are a number of things 
wrong with this assertion. The 
first is that it represents an exam¬ 
ple of what the commentator 
Owen Jones has recently referred 
to as “whataboutery” - that is the 
attempt to deflect from one injus¬ 
tice by referring to the suffering 
of others. In the second place, it 
ignores the fact that many of 
those who campaign for the 
rights of Palestinians are also in¬ 
volved in campaigns on other 
human rights issues. 

But, most importantly, it misses 
the crucial point that what brings 
so many people on to the streets 
to protest about Israel’s actions is 
not just the fact of Israel’s occu¬ 
pation and denial of the right of 


Palestinians to live free lives, but 
of the complicit support, of west¬ 
ern Governments, including our 
own, for these actions. 

While our Government has 
acted with alacrity to support 
sanctions against Syria, Iran and 
Russia, it continues to resist any 
call for sanctions against Israel, 
but rather offers Israel support, 
both diplomatic and financial, in¬ 
cluding the continuing sale of 
arms. 

The Palestine Solidarity Cam¬ 
paign’s (PSC) fight for justice and 
peace in the Middle East is rooted 
in a commitment to anti-racism 
and a belief in the rights of all 
to self determination and fair 
treatment. 

Our protests against Israel are 
entirely consistent with a com¬ 
mitment to these principles, 
which we believe must also be re¬ 
spected in the method of our 
campaigning.

Rabbi Samuel Landau wrote that 
there was an anti-Semitic attack 
against his synagogue (Free to air 
political beliefs but drop the anti- 
Semitism, August 21). 

He is mistaken. Protests about 
the attack on Gaza are political 
and directed against the Israeli 
state. No religion or house of wor¬ 
ship worth the name would ever 
condone or be responsible for the 
ghastly and vicious attacks on 
Palestinian civilians. 

If anyone doubts the cynicism of 
the Israeli military, they should 
ask why power stations and water 
treatment plants have been sin¬ 
gled out for destruction - no ques¬ 
tion of defence from rockets there 
and the hundreds of children 
killed posed no threat. 

Individual Jews may choose to 
support Israel (right or wrong), 
but synagogues, unless they con¬ 
sider themselves outposts of the 
Israeli state, should not be a focus 
for protest. 

I continuously protest about the 
detention of a charity worker who 
was ruthlessly snatched to Guan¬ 
tanamo and I have vainly tried to 
enlist support from members of 
the Jewish community, which has 
experience of such injustices. 

A particular reason for loud 
protest in the UK over Gaza is the 
seeming unwavering support by 
our Government whatever Israel 
does. It is not in our name.

Searching for the relatives of wartime airman 


Since the early 1970s, our research 
group Stichting Missing Airmen 
Memorial Foundation (SMAMF) has 
been investigating the air war over 
the northern part of the Netherlands. 

It is our objective to gather as 
much information as possible about 
the aircraft and the airmen that came 
down over the province of Friesland 
during World War II. We consider it 
very important to keep the memory 
of the air war alive, especially since 
many flyers paid with their lives for 
our freedom. 

On January 10, 1943, Halifax 
BB252, of No.10 Squadron Royal Air 


Force, took off for a mine-laying op¬ 
eration near the island of Schiermon- 
nikoog. Over the North Sea, the 
bomber was intercepted by a German 
night fighter. 

The aircraft was shot down and 
crashed on the island. Six crew mem¬ 
bers were killed. They found their last 
resting place in the local cemetery. 

MJ Boyle was seriously injured and 
was flown to the hospital of Leeuwar- 
den. He died on January 15, despite 
the good care of the German doctors, 
and was buried at Northern General 
cemetery. 

The foundation is considering 


placing a panel at the cemetery. The 
names of all the buried airmen, to¬ 
gether with a short biography and a 
photo, will be featured. 

We found almost every family. Re¬ 
grettably, we failed to trace relatives 
of Mr Boyle. His parents were Michael 
Joseph and Louise Julia Boyle. The 
last known address of the couple was 
in New Malden. 

The foundation has put forward this 
request for information. A reaction 
might give us new clues to find out 
the whereabouts of living relatives.

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The clutter that’s a deal breaker 


Household junk is a big turn-off for buyers 



Three quarters of UK homeowners 
could be making it more difficult to 
sell their properties because of 
clutter, a study by 
MusicMagpie.co.uk has found. 

Researchers that carried out a 
poll of 2,000 homeowners found 
the typical cluttered property is 
crammed full of 186 items 
amounting to a staggering £7.3 
billion worth of unwanted items 
gathering dust in sheds, garages, 
lofts and cupboards. 

Just under half of those surveyed 
said that their cutter has resulted in 
there not being enough space 
around their home for things that 
they actually need, with some 
holding onto items for up to 18 
years. 

While many use shelves, closets, 
suitcases and drawers to hide 
unsightly items, nearly a third use 
their spare room to hide belongings 
while one in six people stack clutter 
in the corners of rooms. 

Among the most common items 
are discarded mobile phones, old 
remote controls and VHS tapes. 


Keys to unknown locks, old 
birthday cards and outdated games 
consoles are also likely to be lying 
around. 

One in four Brits admitted to 
being overwhelmed by the amount 
of clutter in their homes and said 
that clearing it felt like a 'never- 
ending task'. 

Liam Howley, online marketing 
manager at MusicMagpie.co.uk 
which commissioned the study, 
said: "We all know the old adage 
of a clear space equals a clear 
mind, yet despite increasingly 
small living spaces many of us 
have homes filled with old items. 

"Reducing the amount we have 
clogging up our living areas can be 
a great stress buster. What's more, 
not only is it surprisingly easy to 
de-clutter, it could also earn you a 
bit of extra cash too." 

Emotional attachment is a large 
cause of clutter, the poll revealed - 
as half of all adults can't bear to 
chuck out old birthday cards, baby's 
toys or diaries with significant dates 
in them. 


Sixty five per cent have 
attempted to hide junk in a panic 
before having visitors, while more 
than four in 10 have had others 
comment on their hoarding habits. 

There are empty plug-in air 
fresheners, a hi-fi system, games 
console controllers and unworn 
shoes bundled together amongst 
most people's clutter, the research 


showed. Battery chargers, old car 
stereos and a collection of unused 
tea-light candles were other 
common items littering the house. 

It's apparently 'out of sight, out of 
mind' that applies to most adults 
who take to stuffing things into 
drawers, cupboards and spare 
rooms an average of 36 times 
a year. 


England prices higher 
now than 2008 peak 


England is the only UK country 
where property prices are now 
higher than the pre-financial 
crisis peak of January 2008. 

The England index reached 
198.8 in June 2014. This is 10 per 
cent higher than the peak in 
January 2008 of 180.8. 

UK house prices increased by 
10.2 per cent in the year to June 
2014, down from 10.4 per cent in 
the year to May 2014. 

According to the Office of 
National Statistics (ONS) house 
price annual inflation was 10.7 
per cent in England, 3.5 per cent 
in Wales, 6 per cent in Scotland 


and 4.9 per cent in Northern 
Ireland. 

House prices are increasing 
strongly across most parts of the 
UK, with prices in London again 
showing the highest growth. 

Annual house price increases in 
England were driven by an annual 
increase in London of 19.3 per 
cent and to a lesser extent 
increases in the south east (9.7 
per cent) and the East (7.9 per 
cent). 

Excluding London and the 
south east, UK house prices 
increased by 6.3 per cent in the 
12 months to June 2014.

More cars manufactured 

Car manufacturing accelerated 
ahead last month, according to offi¬ 
cial figures. 

A total of 132,570 cars were made 
in the UK in July 2014 - a 2.8 per 
cent rise on the figure for July 2013, 
the Society of Motor Manufacturers 
and Traders (SMMT) said. 

Last month's total took the year- 
to-date figure to 923,884 - a 3.4 per 
cent increase on the total for the 
first seven months of last year. 

Cars made for export rose 2.9 per 
cent last month which took the ex¬ 
port market for the period since 
2010 to the five million mark. 

SMMT chief executive, Mike 
Hawes, said this was "a major mile¬ 
stone" adding that the automotive 
industry had "continued its renais¬ 
sance" in July 2014. 



Audi's new 'third generation' A3 
cabriolet has arrived. It is sleeker 
and more sophisticated than its 
predecessor and its fast-retract¬ 
ing, powered fabric hood can be 
concealed within the new body, 
writes Philip Shoulder. 

It is available with a choice of 
SE, Sport or S line specification. 
Standard equipment includes au¬ 
tomatic hood finished in black, 
plus 16-inch alloy wheels, air con¬ 
ditioning, MMI radio, Audi Music 
Interface iPod connection, Blue¬ 
tooth, preparation for SD card- 
based navigation and a light and 
rain sensor package. 

Shared Sport and S line fea¬ 
tures also include 18-inch alloys, 
sports seats, Audi drive select 
adaptive dynamics system with 
five operating modes to fine- 
tune driving characteristics, dual¬ 
zone climate control and a 
high-resolution colour driver's in¬ 
formation system. 

All versions get an active 
rollover protection system, con¬ 
sisting of two spring-loaded 
plates recessed into the body. 

It is a competent if not exactly 
engaging drive. Being a soft-top 


there's a tiny amount of de¬ 
tectable 'body-flex' when driving 
on bumpy roads, but it's better 
than most and never interferes 
with the car's composure. Road 
holding and grip levels are good, 
but the steering could have more 
feel. 

The engine range consists of 
two petrol options and one 
diesel. Tested here is the entry- 
level petrol - the 1.4 TFSI cylin¬ 
der on demand (CoD) motor - 
which produces 138bhp and 
1841b ft of torque, it zips from 
0-62mph in 9.1 seconds, while 


being an exceptionally smooth 
powerplant, even when worked 
hard. Although no fire ball, it's 
certainly brisk enough to have 
fun. Yet, clever fuel-saving cylin¬ 
der cut-off technology also offers 
impressive efficiency, returning a 
combined 56.5mpg and emitting 
114g/km of C02. 

A fabric roof stretched over a 
kinematic mechanism made of 
magnesium-steel opens the new 
Cabriolet to the elements fully 
automatically in a little under 18 
seconds at speeds of up to 
31mph at the touch of a button. 


McLaren GTR 

Even if you had a spare £2m 
burning a hole in your pocket, it's 
unlikely you would be able to get 
your hands on this - the McLaren 
PI GTR, writes Matt Westcott. 

The track only model is report¬ 
ed to have only been offered to 
those who currently own the PI 
road car, all 375 of them, and 
even then it's likely only a hand¬ 
ful will actually be handed the 
keys. 

Able to take on the Bugatti 
Veyron at its own game, the GTR 
is designed, says Ron Dennis' 
outfit, to be the "best driver's car 
in the world on the track". 

A bold statement, but there 
won't be many who would bet 
against it being the truth. 

Powered by a twin-turbo 
3.8 litre V8 allied to a 
lightweight electric motor, 
it puts out a mesmeric 
986bhp. 

The body has been 
"shrink-wrapped" around a 
carbon fibre monocage in 
order to maximise perfor¬ 
mance and aerodynamics. 

In addition it possesses a

Formula One style DRS system 
and an onboard air jacking sys¬ 
tem to make those tyre changes 
that much quicker. 

A large carbon diffuser increas¬ 
es downforce and grip and to¬ 
gether with bespoke 
Pirelli tyres, McLaren says the 
GTR will be able to break later 
into corners, take higher 
speeds into apexes and be 
able to make the most of its 
throttle power earlier when exit¬ 
ing corners. 

McLaren Special Operations 
will maintain and run all the cars, 
and manage the programme 
throughout.
